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EGYPT AND THE AGREEMENT. 


In reference to the letter on the above sub- 
ject-which appeared in our issue of Friday 
last, wedo not think that our diplomats will 
be guilty of any discourtesy to France, 
nor will the “entente cordiale’ between 
the two countries be in any way endanger- 
ed, if the Anglo-French Agreement is put. 
in force without waiting for the ratification 
of the French Chambers, because, if our 
reading of French law be correct, it is 
quite possible that this agreement may 
never be submitted to them, their sanction 
not being necessary for its validity. Ac- 
cording tu the present Constitution of 
France, the power of négotiating and 
ratifying treaties is, as a general principle, 
vested in the hands of the President of the 
Republic ; but, as an exception to this 
principle, treaties of peace and commerce, 
and those which affect the finances of the 
State or its territorial area, can only be- 
come operative after being voted by the 
two Chambers in the ordinary form of 
a law. : 
\ Does the Anglo-French Agreement enter 
into the class of treaties covered by this 

ception or not ? To reply to this question 
one would require to havés@ much greater 
knowledge of the detai ‘the compact 
and of French Constitutional Law than 
we lay any claim to. Anyhow it is only 
fair to suppose that our diplomats have 
not acted without knowing the views and 


intentions of the French Government, 


which will probably do its utmost to % 
prevent & measure which is so far-reaching 
in its effect and which covers so much 
terrain brulant from being the subject ‘of g 
heated party debate in the French Cham. 
bers. For, as .was inevitable, while the 
principle of the agreement as a whole js 
accepted on both sided of the Channg| 
with enthusiasm, there is nevertheless 
in both countries much opposition to itg 
details founded on local considerations 
and interests. 

Some authorities hold that, since every 
treaty is liable ultimately to affect the 
finances of the State; the above exception - 
practically reduces the President’s power 
of treaty-making to @ mere form and 
subjects the validity of. all treaties to 
the ratification of the Chambers. This, 
however, is. not the” view of the 
French Government nor of the French 
Chambers themselves. It seems to be 
an established principle that treaties of 
alliance are not included amongst those 
requiring the sanction of the Chambers, 
For instance, the treaty. between Russia 
and France which is the basis of the 
alliance between the two countries has 
never been communicated to or ratified 
by the French Ohambers, but nobody 
thinks of questioning its validity on that 
account, The same is the case with the 
Treaty of Berlin (1878, to which France 
was one of the signatories,

Paul Philippe Deutsch, a Hungarian journal- 
ist, has just artived at Alexandria on a globe- 
trotting expedition extending dver 1,000 days. 
Startingon September 1, 1901, he hopes to com- 
plete his task on May 21 next year. His last 
stopping place was Malta, whence he has 
travelled here first-class by the Deutsch 
Levante Linie 8.8. Mazos, free of any charge. 
He also came from Southampton to Malta by 
the same steamer under the same conditions. 

Paul Deutsch has a well-built, athletic figure, 
somewhat on thé short side, but sturdy and 
vigorous. He speaks most of the European 
tongues fluently, but English puzzles him. 

Starting from Buda Pesth, he has already 
travelled through Roumania, Russia, over the 
Ural mountains to, Central Siberia, Austria, 
Germany, Holland, Belgium, France, Italy, 
Spain, Morocco, Portugal, England, and Malta. 

WELCOMED EVERYWHERE. 
He has been received everywhere with ‘the 
greatest courtesy and kindness, and has in- 

terviewed many notabilities. The King of 
Roumania, King Leopold of Belgium, the 
Emperor Francis-Joseph, President Loubet, and 
King Carlos of Portugal, besides our own 
King and Queen, have all granted him a 
special reception, and M, Deutsch proudly 
treastres. souvenir gifts from them all, in- 
cluding special decorations from King Carlos 
and the French President, and a handsome 
watch from King Edward and diamond ring 
from Queen Alexandra, 

Consuls and pro-consuls in every capital 
have honoured him, and newspapers every- 
where haye appointed him their special cor- 
respondent. In the French capital the Matin 
gave a special banquet in his honour, His 
serap-books already contain cuttings from 
illustrated articles concerning his tour in most 
of the European languages. He has reserved 

a special page for the Egyptian Gazette, 
the only newspaper he has told his story to 
in Egypt. . Ks 

Paul Deutsch has no ambition for record- 
breaking. He is quite satisfied with walking 
forty-five kilometres per day for eight days at 4 
stretch, and resting and writing for a week 
whenever possible. He supports himself by 
newspaper correspondence en route, and s0 far 
has found no special difficulty. in doing so, 
Keeping his eyes open as he goes, and 
‘| covering reams of paper with copious notes, 
he carries always at the back of his mind 
his main purpose — to write a book con- 
cerning his. travels when he gets home. It 
should be worth reading.

WOLVES AND DYNAMITE, 


" Naturally, M. Deutsch has met with many 
stirring adventures and not a few vicissitudes, 
Russia and Siberia proved especially trying. 
The climate was villainous, the natives suspi- 
eious and inhospitable, and the distances for- 
midable. His pack of indispensable’ requisites 
weighed over 30 lbs., borne on his back on 
every stage of the journey. On such a tour one 
must naturally emulate the snail, carrying a 
house on one’s back. 

On one occasion, he was attacked by a pack 
‘of hungry wolves. It was an awkward con- 
tretemps. He carried no firea and di 
not possess even a serviceable knife. Luckily, 
a solitary cake of dynamite was in his pack. 
He carried them for the purpose, of breaking 
through ice on the pools to get water, . 

Desperately he flung the explosive right in 
the midst of the pack. It exploded with a 
terrific report: He was thrown to the ground 
himself ‘with the concussion but was not hurt. 
Three or four of the wolves were blown to 
atoms, and more injured. The rest of the 
pack at once commenced eating their fallen 
comrades. Without stopping to make a list of 
the casualties he rushed ahead, and found 
sheltey in a village several miles away. 

During his j | journey, M. Deutsch has worn 
down 469 pairs of soles, slept 794 nights in 
civilized beds—the rest in his tent—and walk 
ed 195,000,000 paces. He weighed 12 stone 
4 Ib. when he started, but is reduced to 9st. 
104 lb. In Siberiahe contracted aform of scurvy

After the sittings of the Railway Commis- 
sion have been completed, it is’ probable, in 
accordance with Lord Cromer’s last Report.

THE RAMLEH RAILWAY, 
RELAYING THE CABLE. 


During Saturday night the electric cable of 
the Alexandria and Ramleh Railwoy Compony 
was found to: have been burnt at the same 
place as where the recent mishaps occurred in 
the neighbourhood of the Deaconesses’ Hospital. 
The company determined to cope with these 
continual accidents by relaying the cable, and 
yesterday 250 metres of cable were'taken up 
and a new-cable, of English manufacture, was 
put down at this spot at an average depth of 
sixty centimetres and at some places at a 
depth of one metre below the surface. The 
town current was used yesterday and traftic 
was not stopped. 

All interruptions to traftie will be entirely 

obviated in a fortnight’s time, when the reserve 
cable will be finished and ready for working. 
The company has been at work on this cable for 
two and a-half months and it will extend from 
Karmous to Bulkeley. 

According to the conditions imposed by the 
Alexandria Municipality, in order to pass the 
cable through the city, it had to be laid at a 
depth of sixty centimetres below the level of 
the ground. ‘Ihe present cable was laid a 
little more than a year ago and now it is found 
that, owing to the work having been negli- 
gently done, in many places the cable is not at 
the regulation depth below the surface. In 
some places even it is only at eighteen centi- 
metres below the surface of the earth. Thus 
any malevolent or mischievous person can 

easily damage the cable and stop the traffic on 
the Alexandria and Ramleh Railway line. 

'Yhe Alexandrian public are apt to blame the 
Municipal authorities for not taking steps at 
the present juncture to ensure a better service, 
But it must be remembered that up to the 
present the Municipality has no power in this 
matter, the ebmpany only being under the 
direct control of the Ministry of the Interior. 
The Municipality for some time past has been 
in correspondence with the Ministry: of the 
Interior with a view to obtaining control over 
the company directly. Up to now, however, 
nothing definite has been decided in regard to to
